commerce, were multiplied all over 
the earth. and British world dom 
ination of trade and finance then 
started 

The population of England in 
ereased 400 per cent in a few years 
because machines added to men's 
physical power and provided them 
with food and emvloyvment on a 
sale nev rv dreamed of. 

The American boom lasted twelve 
vears, western lands were developed, 


the millionaire crop sprouted, noth- 
ing but prosperity, and more pros 
nerity in sight. Then came what 
Stuart Chase calls “a dizzy nose 


dive into the panic of 1837." 

Men went along, wondering as we 
do, what happened and why, and 
then came the next boom, also no 
accident. Gold was found in Cali- 
fornia, starting new wealth, energy, 
excitement and a boom that lasted 
from 1849 to 1857, It was a nine 
year boom, three years shorter than 
the preeeding happy period 

Then a long, sad interval, whieh 
included the U. 8. civil war, and a 
nerod of recovery after that calam-~ 
ity. 

By 1879, the country got under 
way again with its third boom, this 
one based on wholesale production, 
with the ald of machinery, It was 
not the “mass production” of today, 
but handicraft was replaced with 
machine work, business nad profits 
hoomed, immigration was making 
fertile lahds productive. Then came, 
efter fourteen fat years, 
slump, and the third boom 
with the panic of 1893. 

Boom number four had its course, 
as usual, In 1898 gold was produced 
in millions from Alaska, and gold is

into the cellar to avoid borrowers

fifth, is ever. Everybody knows 
about that beom, promoted by the 
automobile, greatest material bless- 
ing of mankind, promoting happiness 
and efficiency, a gigantic employ- 
er of labor at good wages, and a 
marvelous solution of the problem 
Of distribution.
